Columbus, Feb. 21.—(Special)—The 
strongest k ind of opposition has devel­ 
oped to the adm inistration bill, placing 
a tax of one per cent on the capital 
stock of 
corporations, and 
remon­ 
strances

against the measure luive been filed 
with the members of the legislature. 
Some of the leading business men of 
the state have appeared before the 
tax ation eouunittees of the house and 
senate and have made strong argu­ 
m ents against i he passage of the hill.' 
Ex -Governor Hushnell, who luis vast 
iim nufaeturing interests at Springfield, 
wa.s one of the.^^e. 
Petitions signed by 
nejirly every pottery m anufacturer and 
the heads of other incorporated con­ 
cerns in East Liverpool were received 
yesterday 
by 
the inemhers of the 
Columbiana county delegation ask ing 
that the hill be k illed. 
Th» * petition 
received by Senator Connell was intro­ 
duced in the senate y*‘sterday. The 
list of names starts off with tliat of 
the Knowles, Taylor c'c Know les eoni- 
pany. The petition says : 
“ There are many reasons why the 
bill should not pass. 
First, it is class 
legislation, singling out, as it does, in­ 
corporated companies to the ex clusion 
of others, and Imposes on them a spe­ 
cial tax . When we became incorporated 
we paid the fee imposed on inc o ri^ 
rated companies, namely one-tentb?^Qf 
one per cent, feeling that in doing so, 
we would be fully protected in legisla­ 
tion the same as if we were miuiufac- 
turers not incorporated. 
W’e believe 
the passage of the bill would operate 
against the tax interest of the state by 
causing a m ajority of tiie present in­ 
corporated companies 
to 
withdraw 
their charters and heeome partnership 
concerns not incorporated. 
While we 
ask no favors from the state 
not 
granted to other citizens, we do d<‘- 
sire to be treated on an equality with 
the other industrial interests of the 
state. 
W'e are not in any sense adverse 
to the tax ation, so far as the needs of 
the state are concerned, but on the 
other hand, wo are very willing to 
bear our Just and equal proportion of 
the tax es. 
We are strongly oppos<*d 
to the principle of special tax ation, be­ 
lieving it to be wrong and inequitable. 
Should, however, the present system 
of tax ation be not sufficient for state 
purposes, we would suggest an in­ 
crease in the tax ation, m ak ing it gen­ 
eral and not special. The state should 
encourage rather than discourage Its 
m anufacturing Interests. Corporations 
are a benefit to the state by reason of 
being able to transaid their bnsiness 
with the public in a more satisfactory 
m anner than is possible in the case of 
private firms or partnerships. 
We 
shall thank you if you can see your 
wa y clear to represent our interests as 
ejfpressed 1« the foregoing.” 
Tbia is sig ned, “ Your Constituents.” 
I t is understood Senator Connell is 
opposed to the passage of the bill in its 
present form. 
R epresentative Crist 
has gone home.

ISLAND CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 


Gov. Taft 8ays That Much of the 
Sickness In Philippines Comes 
From Exposure. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
21.-—Governor 
Taft continued to discuss the climatic 
conditions In the Philippines yester­ 
day before 
the 
senate committee. 
Reverting to what he had said Wed­ 
nesday concerning the health of the 
American troops in the Putllppine*, 
Governor Taft said that much of the 
sickness which existed is due to ex 
posure, and he Incidentally made an 
appeal for liberal appropriations for 
the construction of barracks and fu ­ 
tile protection of officers and nam. 
He thought the high death rate of 
troops In the Philippines due to guer­ 
rilla warfare, saying it is impossible 
to get the soldiers to observe the laws 
of hygiene. 
His experience, Governor Taft said, 
was that the greatest danger in the 
matter of health iu tho Philippines 
is found in the neglect of .symptoms 
Which are not generally regarded aa 
of Importance in the United States. 
He knew, he said, of Europeans who 
had spent 30 or 40 years 
in 
tho 
islands and who are in good health 
Ho thought, however, that they gen 
•emily left the 
isluuds for several 
months every two or three years. As 
a rule, continued residence had th-' 
effect of causing a gradual deteriora­ 
tion of health.

yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Charles F. Jones, the valet, 
had been relating the circumstances 
leading up to the somewhat sudden 
death of Mr. 
Rice, in September. 
Then, plunging at once into the de­ 
tails, he held 
the 
attention of his 
audience to the end of his recital. 
Freed of minor points, his story fol­ 
lows: 


Grew Impatient For Rice’s Death. 
In August Patrick grew impatient. 
Mr. Rice, though an invalid, was liv­ 
ing too long to suit the lawyer’s pur­ 
poses. 
Patrick said he would come 
to the house and kill him himself, if 
necessary. 
He suggested chloroform 
and Jones said he would get some. 
The Idea of chloroform as a means 
was suggested by a magazine article. 
It was determined on nfter 
Jones 
talked with a physician, who said a 
person whose heart was affected as 
was Mr. Rice's could be most easily 
killed with it and that little trace of 
the drug would he left. Jones got a 
two-ounce vial of It by writing to his 
brother in Texas. 
Jones then branched off into the 
alleged plan to weaken the already 
sick old man. 
This was by giving 
him mercury and iron pills.

By Satur­ 
day. being about the eighth day cf 
the last illness, Mr. Rice became de­ 
lirious. 
This testimony brought the 
eve nts up to Sunday, the day of death, 
and the witness had said that during 
these IO days of Illness he had kept 
Patrick informed of the details per­ 
sonally and by telephone. 
William Marsh Rice’s quick death 
declared the witness, was decided at 
a conference between 
Patrick and 
Jones, held Saturday 
night. 
Jones 
had told the lawyer of the arrival of 
a draft for $25,000. Patrick told him 
It was time to apply the chloroform 
now that the draft had

CRIME. 


Patrick Was In the Conspiracy Wit!* 


Him— Sensational Testimony 


at Trial. 


New Yolk, Feb. 21.— A ve’y dr a- 
m atie point In the trial of Lawyer 
Albert T. Patrick for the m urder oi 
tho Texus millionaire, William Mars.Ii 
Rice, was reached 
yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Charles F. 
J ouch, the valet, 
had been relating the circumstances 
leading up to the somewhat sudden 
death of Mr. 
Rice, in September. 
Then, plunging at once into the de­ 
tails, he held 
tile 
attention of his 
audience to the end of his recital. 
Freed of minor points, his story fol­ 
lows: 


Grew Impatient For Rice’s Death. 


In August Patrick grew impatient. 
Mr. Rice, though an invalid, was liv­ 
ing too long to suit the lawyer's pur­ 
poses. 
Patrick said he would come 
to the house and kill him himself, if 
necessary. 
He suggested chloroform 
and Jones said he would get some. 
The idea of chloroform as a means 
was suggested by a magazine article. 
It was determined on after 
Jones 
talked with a physician, who said a 
person whose boart was affected as 
was Mr. Mice's could be most easily 
killed with it and that little trace of 
the drug would be left. 
Jones got a 
two-ounec vial of it by writing to his 
brother in Texas. 
Jones then branched off into tho 
alleged plan to weaken the already 
sick old man. 
This was by giving 
him mercury and iron pills.

brought 
on 
debilitating 
diarrhoea. 
Thou unwittingly a friend

I lie fruit made him exceed­ 
ingly ill, and yet th** weakening doses 
of mercury were kept up. 
By Satur­ 
day. being about the eighth day cf 
the last, illness, Mr. Mice became de­ 
lirious. 
This testimony brought the 
evt nts up to Sunday, the day of death, 
and the witness had said that during 
these IO days of illness he had kept 
Patrick informed of the details per­ 
sonally and by telephone. 
William Marsh Rice’s quick death 
declared the witness, was decided at 
a conference between 
Patrick and 
Jones, held Saturday 
night. 
Jones 
had told the lawyer of the arrival of 
a draft for $25,000. 
Patrick told him 
it was time to apply the chloroform, 
now that the draft had 
come and 
Captain Buker was coming, or they 
would lose all, 
Jones agreed. 


Chloroformed Rico to Death. 


Jones here told his story of the a c ­ 
tual killing. 
He made a cone of a 
towel, in the sm all end of which was 
a chloroform-soaked sponge. 
Creep­ 
ing into the room where Mr. Rice lac 
sleeping, 
he 
quickly covered

sleeper's face with the large end of 
the cone. 
Jones rushed out of the 
room. 
In half an hour he came back 
He removed the cone. 
Mr. Rice was 
dead. 
Jones swore he telephoned to 
Patrick the words. "Mr. Rice is very 
ill." the agreed signal between th,* 
two of death. 
Jones’ story of the en I 
was concluded by the statem ent that 
Patrick came to the house and re­ 
moved all of Mr. Rice's papers.
